F] Auing taken our journey to- 
ward YVirginis in the begin- 
ing of February laſt paſt in a 
&| ſhip called the blacke Hodge, 
B her burthen 1 60.tun mann'd 
C3 only with 8.Iron peeces and 
a poore Faulcon , we ſoone ouer paſſed both 
the tedious endurances and fearefull dangers 
ef ſuch a voyage,and came atlaſt bythe 14.of 
March vnder 13.and halfc Latitude, within 20 
leagues of Mataline by 6.0f clocke in the mor- 
- ning,the weather ſomwhacthicke; & the wind 
affording arcaſonablegale,whertby we deſcri- 
ed afhip lying at hull, as ifſhe were careleſſe 
either to go backward,orforward; which cau- 
ſed vs ro-edge with her, as deſirous to know

whartſhe was : butſhe preſently ſervp allher 


ſayles, and taking a courſe of South and by 
Weſt ran quicklyoutof fight in the-ſpace of 
three or foure glaſſes : this made vs keepE'bur / 
courſe for Matelira,which we attained by the. 
nexday atnighr,beirig the 1 5.of #drch,and fo 
wafting the Iland of: Dominico , wee bare with 
Exarde/ups , and there anchored®to rake in ' 


freſh water which we wanted.

Then came aboord vs certaineyadievs, and 

6, Frenchmen , who had remained there ſome 
16.moneths,bcing calt ypon the land by ſhip 
wracke, andſo were vnprouided fora fant 
.ourncy:they enformed ys of a Spaniſh man of 
warre that paſtalong ſome ſeuen dayes before 
diſcharging her ordinance at the inhabitants, 
and putting the Iland in great feare, notwith- 

e/anding ſome two dayes before there ancho- 
red another ſhip, whoſe|Captaine with ſome 
ſouldiers came a ſhore with wine and other 
prouifion, as if they meant to make'merry and 
ſhewall the ſignes of friendſhip and content- 
ment: butſhe ſtayd but one night ar anchor, 
and ſo departed without further notice; what 
courſe ſhe mean to take, nor could the inha- —{ 
bicancs gueſſe, by reaſon their feare enforced 
their flight,'into the mountaines , leſt 
ſhould bee furpriſed : onely wee were ad- 
ucrtiſed by certaine /#dievs , that they deter- 
mined for St, Yincemts,leauing word,that whe 
the great Fleete paſſed along they ſhould en- 
forme the Generall , that |Captaine Baribolo- 
mew Was'gonc vp in proſecution of his dire- 
ct10ns. 


This was the ſhip we deſcryed at Hull and 


{o relolned ſhee muſtneedes bee ſome Sparſb = 

man of warre, becauſe no Marchant,or thip of 

burthen would loſe the aduantage of fo fayrea | . 
winde 
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winde to tranſMyrt her to any port of trafficke 
and ſpend the thne in hulling, as if the lay 
of purpoſc rp diſcouer ſome priſe, and rake the 


| aduantagebf ſuch paſſengers as were to po to 

' Mews bein the common trade way both tor 

-  Emliſhand Dutch, and fo as it appeared after- 
ward ſhe ſtirred that couylc of purpoſe; both 
to deceiue the Ilanders,& to betray vs, whom 
they had deſcryecd afarre off. 

From Gaards/ups wee departed the 18. of 
March haſting to Meui, and ſuſpecting the 
worſt held a loofe a halfe road co be the more - 
free fro the Spaniards,by reaſon wedetermined 
0 p_ our ſhip,& refreſh our ſelues at Me- 
#6: The ſhip being much beaten witha dange- 

Tous ſtorme ſome 70. leagues from our owne 
coaſt,the people much diſtempered as hauing 
benea 11.weeks impriſoned inan ill conditio- 
ned ſhip,and peraduenture wanting many ne- 
ceſſarics , which commonly we prepare for 


long voyages. 
- But och was the pleaſure of God , that wee 
were preuented and diſappointed in theſe pur- 


poſes , for falling with CHews by the 20, of 

CHarch, and ay ts. the furtheſt point to 

ſtand in the handſommer with the ſhore, wee 

perceiued two tall ſhips at anchor right ouer- 

againſt the watring place with their top ſayles 

looſe.and their boates going aſhore for their 

k ; men. At fuſt we ſuppoſed them Hollanders , in 
3-67 | | reſpect 
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acſpect of their building , and the Hollaydey s 
«colours borne by their Admirall m the mayne 
wp, the vice Admirall hauing his fore-to 
11.41t downe,and no colours diſplayed, which 
cncrealed our tarmer opinion, adding withall 
t1)at 1. mulrneeds bee ptiſc or fome other ſhip 
{ub e-:t e> the misfortune of a fight, — 

But driuen by neceſſity of water , and wil- 
ling to refreſh our ſelues aſhore , we trimmed 
our thip,and came to anchor fayrely by them, 
ſcnding our boate in friendly manner to hale 
them both vnprouided and vnarmed , which 
returned with certificate , that they were Sp4- * 

 n/aras, whereinnot fully ſatished by reaſon of 
ourtormer apprehenſion that it was otherwiſe 
the betrerto be reſolued, we ſent out our beat 
againe,as well to be affured whar to truſt vnto 
as to gaine ſomerimego prepare our ſhip, and 
trim her more commbdioully, being peſtered 
with goods and fardels berweene 'the deckes 
and altogether vnprouided for any fight ey- 
ther oftcnſue or defenſiue, 

The boateapproched the h indmoſt ſhip, 

- which I call the vice-Admrall, and haledher, 
demanding who they were,burt in ſteed of re- 
ſoluing vs, ſhee commanded them tocome a- 
Loord,and would anfiverno otherwiſe,where. 
vpon the boat rowed from them, as reſolving 
all was not well , and fo made haſte vnto vs a. 
garne,yer cond not preuent a volley of ſmall 
ſhot

ſhot powred very dangerouſly Fn rh. 0-4 ; 
inſombch, that they had thcir cloathes ſhot 
through , their oares ſhivered, and the fides, 
battered with bullets : yer thankes bee to God 
neither was a man hurt, nor any thing loft, 
which,as if they had had notice of the ſame e- 
ſcape, rated their rage ſo muchthe more, For 
by that time the boat was our of reach oftheir 


{mall ſhot , they followed it to the ſhip with 
great Ordnance , and when they per- 
ceiued they were ſafely come aboord , they 
rooke itſo 111, that they thumdred againſt our 
ſhip withthe ſoarer rage,and moſt violent vol- 
| lyes, which wee could not anſwer, hauing ro 
peece in our gunner roeme,nor indeed any 0+ 
ther well mounted for ſuch a Sea fight. 
' Bythis time we vnderſtood what they were, 
and reſolued wee ſhould nor depart quietly 
without miſchicfe, whereupon our Maſter ſer 
vs on worke to haue brought our Ordnance 
into frame , and ſo ro order our ſhip that wee _ 
might defend our ſelues if need were, but ma- 
ny things es vs,we practiſed ro weigh our 
anchors , which was not to be done ſo fodain- 
ly , confrdering our encombrances on ſhip 
boord:we then refolud to weigh it vp with the 
boar, had not ſo many ſhotthundred amongſt 
- vs,thar we wondred at our eſcape. [ 
By his crime their vice Admirall heaued vp 
ber anchor ro her warpe, and laid her ſeltc to 
B wind-

wind-ward,ifeither wee ſhould paſſc forward, 
oranchor (kort againe, ſo that wee percctued 
they meant to aflault vs on all hands : for ſhee 
| ler flie awhole broad fide vpon vs, and came 
furiouſly vp to our Ice quarter without da» 
mage orreſiſtance of our parts, to which ſure 
they were the rather induced becauſe the Ad- 
mirall hauing receiued her men from ſhore, ' 
her top ſayle Lok all ready, and many things 
commodious to their purpoſe, began to weigh 
 anchor,and made toward vs amaine. 

' But when we were thus terrified and threat- 
 nedby them, and thus encombred and diſani- 
mid amongſt our (clues , knowing withall 
(by reaſon of our ill prepared Ordnance ) the 
diſaduantage and hazard to be boorded at an- 
. Chor by two good ſhips well prepared for 
| ſpoyleandruine,we hoyſed.vp our fayles, and 
determined to ſer forward , had not the vice- 
 Admirall come on ourſtar-boord fide , and 
beat vpon vs ſo hardly, that we fell ro our bu- 
; fineſſe, andanhvered their vnkindneſlc accor- 
dingly with many faire ſhot, which prooucd 
molt effectuall, eſpecially from a demy culue- 


* - ring,whichazlaſt ſhother berweene winde & 


water,ſo thatſhe was compelled from vs, and 
bare off t6 Sca, leauing her Admirall onely 
fingle withvs, who at laſt came fairely in our 
quarter to wind-ward , taking inher Holland 


tiag,and adyanced her Spawſs colours , _—

Wee quietly and quickly anſwered, both: 
what we were,and whither we were bound,d1- 
ſcouering the effect of our commiſſon.and re- 
lating the cauſe of our tarying therefor water, 
neither purpoſing to annoy any ſubie@ of the 
king of Sperms, nor by way of affront to braue 
either Marchant or man of Warre. Then ſhe 
charged vs to ſtrike our ſailes for the king of 
Spaine, and vaile the bonnet according to the | 
prerogatiue they had in thoſe Seas:we replyed 
with enlarging the particulars of the league 
betweene the King our Maſter and their king, 
adding withall,that as we intended no ill,wee 
would takeno wrong, whereupon the Maſter 
left the poope, and ſequeſtred himſelfe from 
ſuch open conference; had they ffor called for 
the Caprtaine againe, who art laſt preſented 
himſelfe , till they commanded him to come 
aboord with his commiſſion,which he refuſed 
yet wiſhed them to ſend their boat aboord, & 
then they ſhould ſee ir moſt willingly, 
But'inſtcad either of anfivering vs further 
withkind words, or accepting of our reply in 
good part,they made two great ſhot at vs,and 
$1008 among vs ſuch a volley of ſmall thor, 
efore wee could ger off the poope, that wee 
thanked God they did no more harme, yet we 
were much amazed they did ſo much:nor thus 
content they waued vs mith their bright 
B 2 *5P1OMJ 
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 twords,anreuiled vs witropprobrious tearms 

m1-1exrming vs dogs, and inventing more 0- 
610135 names againſt vs then we could imagin, 
that {hriſtians durit vrge one another withal: | 
at /ait they layd vs aboord,wiuch cniorced vs 
to raiſe vp our maine faiic , an. to glue the 
word to ourſmall ſhort, which a!! this while | 
Liy cloſe wellrcfolued and prepared : burſo- 
dainly breaking foorth we plyed them 1n fuclh 
fort that we made them giuc backe & thrinke 
tromtheir former forwardneſſe. 

"The fight continued ſome halle houre in our 
quarter, and according to theterror of ſuch 
encounters, we were compalt as it were 1n fire 
and ſmoake, vntill they diſcoucred the watt of. 
our ſhipnaked,and were encouraged with the 
hope ot reciprocal! damage, whereupon they 
braucly ran vpon our fide, and layd vs avoord 
lufe to lufe, haſtning with pikes anc {words to 
enter , to which was added ſuch fury, that if 
they had not beene preuented, we ſhould haue 
ſhrunke vnder the rage ofa barbarous{hught- 
ter:bur it pleaſed God fo to direct our Maſter | 
with aduice, and encourage our men with va- 
- lour,that our pikes being formerly placed vn- 

der our halfe decke, and certaine ſhort lying 
cloſe for that purpoſe vnder the portels of the 
Mhip,encountred them fo brauely,that cheir fu- 
ry was not onely rebated , bur their haſtineſſe 
intcrcepted , and the whole company Scaten

backe , eſpecially vpon the wind-ward ſide, 
where the charge was hotteſt, and the fight 
bloodicſt; for ttiere the throng was grett, and 


- men had wcike enough to make proofe of 


their courages & fortunes, diners of our men 


, were hurt, and many tcl! on clieir fideyif a man 


retircd wounded with vs, two Tam ſure were 
ſlainc amongſt them if their pikes reached as 
farre as our Wis were long enough to 
faſten in their ſides;it a Partiſon fr6 the gaſhed. 
our arm.es,a Halbard from vs lighted on their 
heads: yea, we cameo neere, x4 ſwords cut 
pikes aſunder, and targets werc hewed with 
the blowes , ſo that if a fight were woorch the 
deſcribing : iris pitty that ſore great Com- 
manders on both fides beneld not this, to rc- 
cord the action to memory , and recompence 
the men with ſuthcient reward. | 
In the end they were violently repulſed b 
vs,cnforged to a retreat, vntill they were rein- 
forced backe againe by their Commanders, 
who ſtanding vpon tearmes of honour, as be- 
ing menof warre, and deſigned for that pur- 
poſe,thought it an indigruty to be fo atronted 
and countermaunded , which cauſed a fecond 
charge, and that was anſ\vered with a fecond 
beating backe,rill the Capraine himfeife grew 
enraged ,as not brooking to bee ſo much ouer- 
macedq, and conſtrained them: to come on a 
freſh,vhich they did fo cfiectually , rhar que- 
B 3 {tionleſle 
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_ * ſtionleſſe. it had wrought aft alteration, if the 
God that toſſeth Monarchies, and teareth the 
 Mountaines in his tury , had not taught vs to 
rofſe- our pikes with proſperous euent, and 


_ poured out a ſodaine volley of ſmall ſhot vp- 


on them , whereby that worthy Commander 
w.is flaine at the foote of a pike and many of 
his fouldiers dropped down on the top of the 
hatches. | 
This we ſaw with our eyes ,and retoyced at 
with our hearts,ſo thatwe might percetue as 1t 
were good ſucceſſe comming -on , & deliue- 
rance to breake through the thicking cloud of 
that vengeance which was prepared againſt vs: 
or preſently oug Maſter rooke aduantage of 
- their diſcomfiture(though with ſome commit. 


{eration for that valiant Caprtaine fo ſlaine) 


that he not only plyed them a freſh with great 
ordinance , but had more falſe ſhot vnder the 
pikes which were beſtowed to good purpoſe, 
& amaſed our enemies with the ſodainnefſe. 
> Amongſt the reſt one Lacas our Carpen- 
ters mate-muſtnotbe forgottE, who perceiued 
away how to annoy them , as they were thus 
puſled and in a confuſion, drue outa minion 
which hee nobly ſet|a worke vnder the halfe 
decke ,t11] at-the laſt he brought irto the doxe 
of the halfe decke.,and there bent it vpon them 
but in ſuch a manner , that when itwas fiered 
the caſes full of ſtones and peeces of Iron fell 
| VPOn 
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vponthem like haile,and cleared their decke in 
ſuch a ſort that it flue many, and inthort time 
we ſaw few aſſailants , bur onely ſuch as crept 
from place to place very couertly, and ſeemed 
willing to obſcure themſclues from the fury of 
our ſhot, which now was thicker then theirs. 
For alchough (as farre as wee may commend 
ourencmies) they had done ſoine things wor- 
thy of admiration:yer-either wanting men, or 
ouertaken with the vnlooked-for valour of our 
company,they now began to ſhrinke,and gaue 
vs leaue to be wanton with our aduantage. 
Yet were our great Ordnance onely toure 
that wee could vic in this fight , but it ſhould 
ſeeme they ſerucd the turne as well as foure 
times foure:for they ſhother diuers times be- 
tweene windeand water,and fo preuailed,that 
at laſt we ſaw many ſignes of their willingnes 
to leaue vs,but by reaſon ſhe was faſt in afſlach 
of our cable, whichin haſt of weighing our 
anchor hung looſe , ſhe could not be diuided 
nor make that way ſhe purpoſed, vntill one of 
Our Men cut it with an axe without direion, 
and was ſlaine for his labout, Burt when ſhee 
perceiued ſhe was looſe, after ſhe had becne a 
boord two hour-s and a halfe, good Lord 
what haſt ſhe made, and how quickly were we 
diuided, both great and ſmall ſhot playing on 
both ſides,which laſted vntill the remoreneſle 


was abouc a Caluer ſhot, and we Gina 
the

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tHevice Admirall comming to her afliſtance, 
who began afarre off to ply vs with great ſhot 
and put vs 1 mind, wee had another worke in 
211d, | | 
VWhereupon wee manned our ſhip a naw, 
{cpa:ating the dead and hurt bodies by them« 
(clues troizivs, and were ſo encouraged, that 
wc waved her , and in a manner made coward 
her to fight a freſh. For whe we percctued, that 
the Adm:rall madenora ſhot more at vs, wee 
verily imagined, that either ſhe was preparing 
her felte with a new ſupply, or wanted ney to 
make er ſeruiceable,or reſolucd ro goe away 
trom vs,conſidering ſhe had loſt her Captain; 
yet loth to be ſectire, and _—_—_ the vice 
Admuirall might come and boord vs finding vs 
play,tull che Admiralldid make her ſelfe berrer 
ready, wee prepared our ſelues, wondring yet 
tharihe'came no necrer vs then Faicon ſhot, 
wherewith the plyecd vs ſtill on the lee fide vn- 
till ar laſt ſhe received another payment from 
our demy Culuering,which ſhother through, 


& made her beare with the ſhore into ſmooth 


water,where ſhe remained till 2.of the clocke 
afrer midnight,and fo we had time to reforme 
our diſorders, and make our ſelues better rea- 


dy for the next dayes varietic. 


By breake of day ſhee came vp agatine with 
he Admiral! with her; | as it they determined 


indeed to Ccuoure vs once; butas it ſeemed.

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it was but a Brauado, though for the time they 
forſooke not our quarter within Musket ſhot: 
forall that night and morning they were qui- 
et neighbours, and kept vs company withour 
any great anoyace With their top Giles down, 
not knowing, as itſhould ſeeme, what to doe 
with vs,or cl(c ſuſpeCting their owne hurts and 
leakes, they durſt not truſt themſclues too far 
from land, nor to the fury of another encoun-

All chat night wee had time and leyſure to 
ouerlooke our loſſes, and prepare for them if 
they aſſayled vs againe; and indeed wee were 
better prouided then before, & better accom- 
modarcd in our ſhip,as freeing it from former 
encombrances, & affoording tarre more ſcope 
for our Ordnance to play vpon them:but God 
be thanked it fell out otherwile:for though we 
might perceiue them ſpeake together, and po 
with many yards a crofle entend to keepe vs 
company did they not make much haft vp, \ 


le vs with many ſhot, till the next 
day the Admira!l made ſhew of an encounter, 
and we after prayers were ended prouided to 
fight with them, but ſodainely wee perceiued 
the vice Admirall hang a ſterne, cutting her | 
maine ſayle to come vp, and ſtirring very ill, 

- which aſtoniſhed vs the mere , becauſe wee 
could not imagine the reaſon, conſidering ſhe 


was the beſt ſayler and now ſpaxed her Admi- LIME 
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any more, | 
| Ar length the Admirall ſhooke in the wind 
and by apparant ſignes gaue vs notice of flack- 
ing her courſe, whereby we mightruna head 
and follow the ſeas at our pleaſure, ſo we per- 
cciued the vice Admirall with all her failes to 
make towards an Iland called Sex, which the 
Admiral] cither tooke notice of , as knowing 
the danger ſhe was in , or/gaue directions ace 
cordingly , ; 06. there was no good to 
be done with vs:for preſently ſhe tacked abour 
and loſt vs, bearing toward that Iland alſo, 
which wee caſily diſcouered with her whole 
Icngth:burthe ſhips were quickly out of ſighr, 
although wee ſaw the breach'of the ſheare all 
along, and how the Admirall departed from 
\s which cauſcd vs to imagine , that ſhee was 
orced a ſhore by her leakes receiyed in the 
ght, anddurſt not aduenture for feare ſhee 
woes haue beene ſuncke altogether , &que- 
tionſeſſe the Admirall had neuer gone from 


 6ur ſides, nor tryed any fortune but our cour- 


iefie,if we could by any meanes haue brought 
»ucr our demy Culucring on our fighting fide 
'vhich was endeuoured by our Maſter & Gun- 
ger : butas you haue heard our ſhip being ſo 


encombred,it was in vaine, and welittle drea- 


ming , cither of Pirats or aducrſary in thoſe

ſcas, made leſſe account to bee intercepted in 
this manner - byit ſuch is the condition of hu- 
maine life , that commonly miſchicfes come 
vnlooked for,and when they come, accompa- 
ny one another with much varicty , cfpecially 
- at Sea,where I will bec bold to ſay, thata fight 
is more terrible to frailty,and yeeldeth greater 
occaſion of aſtoniſhment, then a maine battle 
atland,or the ſurprifing of atowne in the fury 
of an execution. | 
Thus fight continued five or ſixe houres , & 
was the more vnwelcome, becauſe we were ſo 
vnprouided,fand had no intents, nor gaue any 
occafion to difturbe them , as for the loſſe of 
men,and accidenrall troubles it religion had 
not taught vs!, what by Gods prouidence is 
brought to. paſſe;yer morality and dayly expe- 
rience might cnforme vs of the dangers of 
watrre, and perils at Sea,by ſtorms, tempeſts, 
ſhipwrackes, encountring with Pirats , mee- 
ting with enemies,croſſe winds,long voyages, 
wvnkown ſhores,barbarous nations, deuouring 
monſters, and ahundred inconueniences , of 
which humane policies are not capable, nor 
mens conieCtures apprehenſiue. 
”" We loſt Doctor Bohwne , and feuen other 
were laine outright : two died ſhortly after 
of their wounds, and 16. were ſhotthrough in 
ſome part or other of the body,whoſe wounds 
Gods be thanked were recured and withous 
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n'aime or further impeachment of health are 


nw recouered and fetled in Y7irginma,, accor- 
ing ro our firlt- eatended purpoſe and Com- 


10n : I reckon not ſuch as are hurt with 


pikes and, other offenſiue weapons , becauſe 
there was no danger in thetr cures, and the 
SÞ11full Surgeon ſhewed his arr & good ſpeed 
with facility. How many they loſt we canor te), 


. hgr what men of name were entertatued a- 
'mÞneſt them,onely I am ſure we ſaw many lye 


{1}ine on the decke, and more caſt ouerboord 
in the fight, beſides the ſcuppers ran with 
bloo4, and the very Sea intheir quarter was 
c9loured witha Scarlet hue, and looked tcar- 
fully vponvsall. 

'O the ambition and turbulency of mens na- 
tures, and the ill condition of reuenge, that 

nnot bee contented with faire Grifadtion, 
leſſe it be anſwered with death and blood: I 
ſpeakqnor of the vniuſtifiable proceedings of 
Pirates!, becauſe the diuell hath any ſcuſe fo 


Tuth thefr, fro the neceſſity of life & the terror 


of/pouerty,which canor be preuented in great 
ſurring?ſpirits without courſe of aftiue 


imployment , or ſome endeauours or other: 
but of the infatiate pride of the heart, and the 
wicked diſpoſition of mallice , which is ne- 
uer ſatisned, but with the death and deſtrudtio 
of an enemy, as was apparant in this encoun- 


tc. or we could not imagin,why they ſhould 
: Rs ad- 
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'aduenture thus vps vs,vnleſſe to make vs priſe 

| and{ubic@tothe ſpoyleof robbery. As for 
- thepretence of their kings prerogatiue, there 
was not ſo much as a thought of afronting the 
in that kinde, had they not inſulted as it were 
ouer vs In an ouerdaring manner, and com 
manded vs to that which we knew was diſho- 
nourable to our nation and difgratious to our 
ſclues : butfor feare of Iauiſhes and burſtings 
out of frailty, I will now deſift , cither from

. Iypray to him for the diuerſion of his wrath 
from our ſ{innes, but yeeld him all poſſible 
praiſe and thankſgiuing for any deliuerance, 
or bleſſing whatſocuer, and more particularly 
for this our vnlookt for eſcape from fo great a 
danger. 

The buhthen of their Admirall was 300. 
tuns,hauing 22.peeces of Brafſe, and all pro- 
niſioh of a man of VWarre indeed : their Vice- 
 Admirall 300. tuns, and 16. caſt peeces, nor 
much inferior to her tor trimming and corre- 
ſpondent 'equipage , and both to the out-

Iron peeces and one Fal- 
c6n,cucrloaden with Guffs and WarcS,cncom- 
bred INragery, royked with a ſtorme, ti- 
ved witha long voyage,affrighted with wants, 
and cucry way inſaficiens tro anſwer any ſuch 
encmy:butas it in theScripture,it is all one to

and Gedeows 300.ſhall ſlay many thouſands of 
the Midiamter:as for deliuerances, the _ 
of 1/ſracl ſhall through the red Sra dry 
00t: 1ones ſhall be caſt ſafe on ſhore out of the 
Whales belly:and*P.s/ſhal eſcape ſhipwrack, 
Auing his life with all his paſſengers in the I- 
land of Ma/zs. For to conclude with the pur: 
poſc in hand, there is one thing moſt remarke- 
able as an inducement to this our deliuerance, 
_ that Caprtaine Cbeftey embraced DoQor Be- 
Swat being mortally wounded,& thus recom-
